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WILDWOOD CONTRACTOR TO BE SUED 


THREATEN SUIT ON 
WILDWOOD SCHOOL 

The long smoldering trouble 
about the heating of the Wild- 
wood School threatened to e- 
rupt into a lawsuit, as the 
Christmas holidays of 1958 
approached, this weeks 

Tom Counsel Phillip Buzzell 
has been authorized by the 
Board of Selectmen to bring 
action, in court, against the 
firm of Poorvu Construction, 
of Boston, General Contractor} 
of the building. 

When the school was construc- 
ted, in 1953, the firm of D, 
B. Kelty, in Lowell, was the 
subcontractor for installing 
the heating. $3000 is still 
‘due to Kelty, who has now been 
waiting five years for his m- 
ney. 

It has been brought out many 
times during the five years 
that Kelty performed his work 
according to plans and speci- 
fications. However, because 
the heater does not burn the 
type of fuel planned for the 
School Building Committee re- 
fused to pay the last $3000. 
The specifications call for a 
No. 6 fuel oil, for the Wild- 
wod School. The bumers have 
to use a No. 5 fuel oil, which 
John Collins, Superintendent 
of Schools has testified, cost 
the Town of Wilmington about 
$800 a year more than would 
No. 6 oil. 

Kelty had no contract with 
the Town of Wilmington. His 
contract ( as a sub-contrac- 
tor) was with the Poorvu Com- 
pany. The money was withheld 
from the Poorva Company, which 
company has apparantly in tum 
withheld money from Kelty, as 
he has not been paid. 

Whether the error lies with 
the architect and engineers 
who designed the school, or 
with the General Contractor is 
a matter that has to be de- 
termined, but there is a gene- 
ral agreement that Kelty is 
not to blame. 

Mr. Buzzell proposes that 
suit be brought against the 
General Contractor.

NEW TOWN DUMP TO BE 
OPEN TUESDAY THROUGH 


SUNDAYS 

Wilmington’ s new public tom 
dump will be open Tuesdays 
through Sundays, and will be 
closed on Mondays. The hours 
are to be from 10 am to 5 pm 
on days of operation, 

The new dump, which will be 
used from Jan 1, onwards, is 
on property of Clarence Spina- 
wmla, in South Wilmington (for 
merly known as Moran’s). It is 
located off Route 38, near the 
Wobum line. 

Spinazola was awarded a con- 
tract by the Board of Health 
to conduct the Town Dump on 
his property, using what is 
known as the ‘Sanitary Land 
Fill’ method, The contract is 
from Jan. 1, 1959 to Dec, 31, 
1959, and is for $8,000 a y: 

‘Sanitary Lend Fill’ is a 
thod of disposing of waste by 
digging trenches, dispo of 
the waste in the tren 
then refilling, over the waste 
It is being used in a number 
of large public dumps through- 
out the country. 

The former public dump, that 
of Ventura Canales, in North 
Wilmington, will continue to 
be a private dump, licensed by 
the Board of Health. Mr. Cana- 
les lost the contract this 
year, having bid $10,000 for 
his services,

Wilmington’s gravel fight, the 
Town of Wilmington, and Campa-

Note, Last week the Mas- 
ter’ s name was wrongly report- 
ed as Flinn. Mr, Flinn was a

Wilmington never saw anything like it. There 
were a lot of people from Boater and Cambridge, 
driving cars with low number plates. They sat 
up in the front pews - for Nifty was a Deputy 
Chief of Police.

the back pews, the people who walked to church, 
or drove up in a car-with a license plate that 
began with a "P" or an "X", 

For Nifty was not a man of pretensions.’ He 
was a quiet man, with a shy smile - the same 
shy Irish smile his father had before him, and 
that his sons carry on, -to posterity. 

If you had held a poll as to who the most 
popular man in Wilmington was, Niftty's name 
would never have appeared, for people didn't 
automatically think of him, he blended so into 
the background. But if you had held a poll to 
find out whether or not any one had a grudge a- 
gainst the man you would have found out that 
here was a man - dedicated to the enforcement 
of the law, but still without an enemy in the 
town. 

The rough and tough boys that Nifty took 
care of, officially, and the boys who landed in 
the "tank" overnight, to be released in the 
morning all agreed that Nifty was a "swell® 


fellow. They all agreed that, they deserved to 
be arrested. They bore him no grudge. 

And that's why the back pews, in St. Thomas, 
were filled, Saturday morning.

Nifty came by his nickname honestly, for his 
father before him bore: the same name. His fa- 
ther, raised’in Wilmington, was one of the 
Irishmen who worked in Harriman's Tannery until 
the day of the Great Changeover. His father had 
played ball on the Town Team, and had, as a 
youth, been one of the people who sat up all 
night before the Hiller tomb, a fire before him 
and a shotgun on his lap, guarding the precious 
easket of Dr.’ Henry Hiller.’ His father was ap-~ 
pointed Rural Mail Carrier, in North Wilmington 
back in 1912, and it was here that Francis Ho- 
ban, soon to take over his father's nickname, 
first began to meet the world, grinning shyly 
from behind the buckboard of his father's car- 
riage. 

Nifty didn't especially dream of becoming a 
cop.’ It was one of those accidents of fate. As 
@ young man he was down in Wilmington Square 
one day. when a couple of toughs were being nas- 
ty.’ The cop on duty, an old man, couldn't han- 
dle the toughs, and they swaggered around until 
they met Nifty. 

Nifty took care of those two boys, in short 
order. They attempted to bully him, and found 
themselves prone on the sidewalk, bloody and 
bruised, in very short order.: 

The Board of Selectmen of that day, impres- 
sed, offered Nifty a job as a cop.’ And that was 
how Nifty got into the Police Department. 


He was a good cop.’ He did his duty, but he 
was 4 mild man.° He won medals for heroism, for 
Nifty wasn't afraid of any man, but he never 
blustered, and he never threw his weight around 

When the former Chief, garry Ainsworth, re- 
tired, there were Selectmen who wanted Nifty to 
be the Chief. It was, of course, a matter of 
examination, but Nifty was appointed Chief pro- 
tem. 

Several of the boys made better marks than 
did Nifty, in that examination, for scholarship 
was not his strong point, but the Selectmen 
made Nifty a Deputy Chief, and Wilmington, a 
small town, had in effect two chiefs. 

But Nifty was still one of the boys.’ He did 
his work, and was liked by everyone. He was at 


his best in socially gregarious company - like

yt was down to zero in sever- 
al places in Wilmington, on 
Sunday morning, but the temp- 
erature at the Browm’s Cross- 
ing Water Station didn’t drop 
below 5 above. After two days 
of relatively warm weather

Back in early November we re- 
ported that the total rain- 
fall, Nov. 1, 1957 to ,ct.
